“One of the tragedies of the situa- 
tion is that this conference showed 
clearly that there was in London 
machinery and personnel that could 
have settled honorably and fairly 
every dispute such as that of 1914, 
if it had been permitted to try and 
been trusted again. 

“That this was so'’was due'to the 
personalities of the ambassadors in 
London of the five great European 
powers, including of course Lick- 
noivsky and Mensdorff, the German 
and Austrian ambassadors. 

“But in 1914 Germany thought ‘the 
time had come to take advantage of 
the situation and to force the peace, 
and I suppose the Prussian military 
men had decided that the time to 
strike successfully had come. 

“As far as I can see the Germans 
believe that if England had promised 
Germany to remain neutral in a Eu- 
ropean war, France and _ Russia
